BERLIN SPENDS MADLY TO DODGE REPARATION TAX. 


Although there is rather general agreement among econo­ 
mists studying European conditions that Germany cannot con­ 
tinue to meet the reparations demands of the* Allies, there is 
more surface extravagance, more free spending visible to the 
naked eye in Berlin than in any capital in Europe. Americans 
who will return this year, most of them after hasty, superficial 
observation of conditions in the German metropolis, are apt to 
bring with them a critical estimate of Germany’s ability to pay. 
German thrift has given way in many places to German ex­ 
travagance. True, linter den Linden, seems decidedly run down 
at the heels, but the natives who traverse its famous lengths are 
not, as a rule. A score of theaters are running to better busi­ 
ness than a majority of those on Broadway. 
Life in the cafes is active, if not gay. Whether one drops in 
the garish Palais de Danse, built by the Kaiser’s demand to rival 
the night places of Montmartre, or travels over to the north end 
to explore! the less pretentious places, where gather the shop 
girls and clerks, the result is much the same. Ther^ are distinc­ 
tions as to dress and the quality of wine, but everywhere there 
are crowds. 
The visitor is informed that morality is not 
in­ 
trenched as before Von Kluck started for Paris. Tables are hard 
to obtain. 
Restaurants are well appointed, well patronized and 
there is no dearth of food. Streets in the retail shopping areas 
are thronged throughout the day. Long lines of taxis at promi­ 
nent comers testify to much patronage even though the tariff is 
thirty times what the meter records. Unlike the sadly beautiful 
Vienna, streets are well lighted. 
The Berlin visitor’s eyes encounter considerable evidence of 
building construction. The subway, started a decade ago, is pro­ 
gressing with hitherto unknown speed. A “skyscraper” is under I 
construction for one of the banking houses. Store fronts are be- J 
ing tom away to be replaced by more pretentious facades. Out-* 
side Berlin, factories are running, for the most part, at full time. *-
